UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
10—British, French and Egyp- 
tian Foreign Ministers met 
again today with United: Na- 
tions Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold in an effort to 
reach agreement through pri- 
vate consultations on a solution 
of the Suez canal problem. 

It was evident that Hammar- 
skjold’s . responsibilty as a 
mediator of international dis- 
putes had reached a peak loftier 
even than he assumed, at Se- 
curity Council direction, in the 
Arab-Israeli hostilities. In that 
situation, he was able to nego- 
tiate an uneasy truce, still pre- 
served, despite violations by 
both sides. 

For the first time, Foreign 
Ministers Selwyn Lloyd, of Brit- 
ain; Christian Pineau, of France 
and Mahmoud Fawzi, of Egypt, 
talked face to’face on the Suez 
dispute in the office of the sec- 
retary general.

BANK MONEY TO 
SWELL STRATTON

| CHICAGO, Oct. 10—An ef- 
|fort by former Illinois Attor- 
ney General George F. Barrett 
to represent six Chicago insur- 
ance companies jointly in 
case before the Federal Trade 
Commission was rejected by at 
least one of the firms, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 


The company was the Illi- 
nois Commercial Men’s Associ- 
ation, One of a large number 
of accident and health firms 
named in FTC complaints in 
October 1954 charging false 
and misleading advertising. 

Barrett who has been de- 
scribed as “Mr. Insurance of 
Illinois,” has received thousands 
of dollars in legal fees from 
insurance companies, particu- 
larly- those seeking licenses to 
do business in the state. 

Barrett’s brother and busi- 
ness associate, Robert, was 
named state insurance director 
by Gov. William G. Stratton in 
1953 and after Robert's death 
in June 1954, Stratton named 
another Barrett associate, Justin 
T. McCarthy. 

Not long after filing of the 


‘FTC complaints, several Chi- 


cago firms named were asked 
by Barrett to send represénta- 


fense against the charges. 

A lawyer and an executive of 
Illinois Commercial went to the 
meeting, along with representa- |) 
tives of other companies, and 
heard Barrett describe a con- 
ference he had had in Washing- 
ton with an FTC agent. This 
agent, Barrett was quoted as 
Saying, recommended that in 
order to expedite the hearings, 
all the Chicago firms agree on 
just one lawyer. 

“Barrett didn’t say in so 
many words that he should be 
that lawyer, but the impli- 
cation was so clear that nobody 
preseut roissed the point,” the 
Post-Dispatch was told by a rep- | 
resentative of one company at- | 
tending the meeting.

BEING CLEARED 


First Report Issued on 
New Program Cover- 
-ing 2,000,000 in De- 
fense Work.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—The 
Defense Department issued the 
first report yesterday«on the 
operations of the industrial se- 
curity program that covers 
more than 2,000,000 employes 
of defense contractors. 


It reported increased efforts 
to balance in “fairness” the 
rights of the individual with 
the interests of national secur- 
ity. 

In an extremely rare disclos- 
ufe by a Government agency 
in this controversial field, the 
department released a detailed 
sampling of 30 “typical” secur- 
ity cases. These included 20 
cases where the defense plant 
employes were accused of 
Communist associations and 10 
where the charge involved crim- 
inal or immoral acts or alcohol- 
ism. All names were deleted. 

Plea for Understanding. 


The report clearly represent- 
ed a plea for public understand- 
ing of the program, an attempt 


to publicize its objectives, and | 


an effort to justify its continu- 
ance. 

Jerome D. Fenton, head of 
the department's Office of Per- 
sonnel Security, said that. in 
the past the Government has 
“willingly assumed the burden 
of even unjust criticism in in- 
dividual cases in order to pro- 
tect the investigative process” 
and the individual involved. 
This meant, he said, that the 
Government had to withhold in- 
formation that would justify its | 
stand. 

As a result, he said, the Pub- 
lic has had to rely on “half 
truths and straw men.” He 
added it has now become the 
“Government's duty” to pro- 
duce as much additional infor- 
mation as possible without im- 
pairing national security. 
The present industrial per- 
sonnel security program began | 
in July 1955. | 
The report said that in the | 
first year of the revised pro- 
gram, 418 cases were referred 
to the Pentagon by the three 
military services with the rec- 
ommendation that clearance for 
access to classified information 
be denied.

TEL. AVIV, Oct. 10—The is- 
sue of preventive war, or more 
generally the whole question of 
Israeli military strategy against 
the Arabs, is the hottest issue 
in internal politics here. 


Early this year, when Soviet 
arms flowed into Egypt and 
even moderate men here began 
to feel that Israel might have 
to strike before it was too late, 
Prime Minister Ben-Gurion put 
an end to all uncertainty about 
the government’s position. 


Israel will not initiate war, 
he told the Knesset (Parlia- 
ment). But it will strike back 
“two blows for one.” 

“Doctrine of retaliation” has 
since been carried out with un- 
relenting single-mindedness. 

Herut Exploitation, 


It ts being exploited by Herut, 
the extreme right-wing party of 
Menachem Begin who comi- 
manded the terrorists of Irgun 
Zwai Leumi in the days of the 
British mandate. In last year’s 
election Herut was the big win- 
ner, It nearly deubled the num- 
ber of its seats in Parliament. 


Its platform in effect has only 
one plank — preventive war. 
Yaakov Meridor, Begin's chief 
lieutenant and a top Irgun com- 
mander, defined the party’s 
Strategic concept as follows: 

“Israel’s present borders can 
be defended only at the’ price 
of. keeping the nation in a 
state of militarization and ne- 
glecting the country’s economic 
velopment for lack of man- 
power and funds. 

“In order to have safe bor- 
ders, Israek must push the Jor- 
danians baek to the Jerdan 


river. In the south it must push 
the Egyptians back behind the | 


Yinai desert—that is, all the | 
way to the Suez canal. 
“If Herut came to power, | 


this is what they would do. To- 
day, the Israeli army could 
achieve these objectives in 72 | 
hours. 

“But time is running short. | 
The Egyptians keep getting So- | 
viet arms. What is more, there | 


are Soviet technicians in Egypt | 


and Egyptian officers are being 
trained in Russia, 


“Sooner or later, thus, Egypt | 


will be a Soviet satellite. Once | 


the Soviets have established 
themselves in Cairo, they will 


not give it up without war. Is- 
rael, therefore, must attack 
now.”

the history of this nation and of 
the world. 


The second force is the revo- 
lution of a third of the world, 
the emergence of the people of 
most of Asia and Africa from 
centuries of poverty and ignor- 
ance and oppression. This can 
be a force for great good or for 
great evil. These people will 
emerge either into freedom or 
into Communism. The road they 
take will be determined in large. 
measure by what we in America 
do about this; and our own 
‘fate may well depend upon their 

choice. 


The third force is the re 
lease of atomic energy. 


The discovery of nuclear 
energy is probably the most 
momentous discovery, certainly 
- one of the most momentous dis- 
coveries, in the history of man 
on this planet. It brings to man 
incredible power for good and 
for evil. It brings to man the 
power to destroy all life and 
the power to enrich life -beyond 
man’s pre-atomic dreams. It is 
the destiny of our generation 
to decide whether that power 
shall bring the blessings of 
peace to all mankind or the 
mutilation, if not extinction, of 
human life on this planet. 


It is this third force that I 
want to discuss particularly 
here tonight. , 

Blunt Political Terms. 

I want to make it perfectly 
plain at the outset that I pro- 
pose to discuss this issue in 
blunt political terms. 

Four weeks from today the 
people of this country will have 
their one choice in four years to 
vote on how they want to meet 
the confluence of these three 
forces. I think it is only reason- 
able to believe that one or more 
of these forces may well—dur- 


cept 


ing these next four years—turn | 
the course of man’s existence on | 
this planet, perhaps for all time, 
toward or away from freedom 
and peace. 

And I say this about how we 
of the Democratic party propose 
to meet the demands of leader- 
ship in this situation. 


First we shall insist that it 
is the people alone who can 
furnish the guidance and the 
decisions which are called for. 
This means telling the people 
the truth about these prospects 
—these great opportunities and 
this great danger. And I say 
that the present Republican Ad- | 
ministration has not told the 
people the truth about any one 
of these three crucial facts of 
history. 

Second, we insist that this 
future can be met only by a 
government dedicated to the 
proposition that the interests of 
all the people, and of no nar- 
rower group, must guide the 
policies of this nation. And I 
say that the present Republican 
Administration, like other Re- 
publican Administrations be- 
fore it, is narrowly representa- 
tive of a limited interest, the 
largest interests, and-is com- 
mitted to the proposition that 
by serving them the general 
welfare is served .too. 


Third, we insist that this fu- 
ture will be met only by an 
administration —. by a Presi- 
dent, an executive, who assumes 
the full responsibilities of his 
elected office. 


And I say, whatever the 
reasons, that the undue dele- 
gation of responsibility and 
authority by the President is 
hazardous at any time, let 
alone times such as these, and 
diminishes the office of the 
presidency. 

Fourth, and finally, we insist 
that new answers are going to 
have to be found to the new 
challenges we face. 


And I say that the present 
Republican Administration — 
dominated by men whose first 
concern is to preserve things 
as they are — has steadfastly 
and for four years now rejected 
every new idea that has been 
advanced. I deny that with the 
future rushing toward us Amer- 
ica can stand still. 

I want, as I have: said, to 
talk particularly tonight about 
America and the atom. 

I have talked on other oc- 
casions of the overwhelming 
necessity of curbing the use of 
the atom for war. And I will 
talk of that again, probably next 
Monday night. 

May I say of this tonight only 
that the suggestions I have 
made about this have been an- 
swered by the Republican poli- 
ticlans — including the Presi- 
‘dent — only with sneers and 
astonishing distortion of what 
I said, and with implications 
that even talking about this 
prejudices the nation’s security. 

But if the, Republican politi- 
cians, including the President, 
have so little understanding or 
sympathy with attempts to save 
man from the greatest horror 
his ingenuity has ever devised, 
I am glad to note that many 
scientists do understand what is 
at stake here. I read in the 
papers only yesterday that one 
of the foremost scientists, Dr. 
Ralph Lapp, said, in supporting 
the position I have taken, that 
the halting of bomb tests “must 
inevitably come” and that the 
@nding of the tests is not harm- 
ful to national security.

‘The discovery of nuclear en- 


ergy has brought great hope 


as well as great fear to the | 
world. We must work and pra 
that our hopes may ah ¢ 
over our fears. Our hopes lie in 
the use of nuclear energy to en- 
rich and not to destroy life. 


Here in the Northwest you 
know, for you have seen, the 
importance of power to eco- 
nomic development. Modern 
civilization has staggering 
energy requirements. The world 
will use, in the last half of this 
century, more energy than was 
used from the birth of Christ 
to the year 1950. The story of 
modern man is in large part of 
a story of how he has used coal 
and oil and gas and falling 
water to multiply a million-fold 
the power of his muscles. 

Twenty years from now, here 
in the United States alone, we 
will need additional generating 
capacity as large or larger than 
our total capacity today. 

But this is only part of the 
picture of the great need which | 
atomic energy will fill in the | 
future. 

“Atoms-For-Peace” Program. | 

Our government is committed | 
to a great “atoms-for-peace” | 
program, which was announced 
by President Eisenhower in an | 
address before thie United Na- | 
tions in December 1953. We | | 
committed ourselves to share 
our knowledge and know-how | 
and materials with other coun- | 
tries to advance peace freedom | 
and economic progress in the | 
world. 

While this program is still | 
largely in the blueprint stage, 
it has created great expecta- 
tions, particularly in the under- 
developed countries, throughout | 
the world. 

Exaggerated ideas of the eco- 
nomics of atomic power may | 
possibly be entertained, but | 
there is reason to hope and ex- | 
pect that atomic power will be | 
a great boon to power-poor and | 
high cost power countries. 
Atoms for peaceful power must 
become an essential part of our 


Point IV program. 


Because of the existence of 


_abundant lower-cost power from 
other fuels in this country, we 


have not had the same incentive 
to press ahead with develop- 
ment and have lagged behind 
the British and in all probabili- 
ty the Russians in developing 
programs for the’ building of | 
full scale atomic power plants. | 
It is true we are operating 
more than a dozen large re- | 
actors for the production of | 
plutonium and many smaller | 
research reactors. 

. We have also built a few | 
atomic power plants for sub- | 
marines. But we do not yet | 
have a single reactor in actual | 
operation designed for the | 
production of commercial 
Power, and only one such is | 
presently under construction. | 
In short, we aze by no means — 
maintaining our leadership in 
the atomic power field. 

While we have spoken much 
of the peaceful use of atomic 
energy for power as a means | 
of lifting the standard of living | 
in power-poor countries and | 
have committed ourselves to co- | 
operate with them in making 
atomic energy available to them | 
for this purpose, we have failed 
to develop at home a sufficient- | 
ly vigorous reactor program to. 
enable us*to do so. As Profes- 
sor Henry DeWolfe Smyth, a 
former member of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, has written 
in a recent article in Foreign 
Affairs, “How can we offer to 
build reactors abroad without 
building enough reactors here | 
to know what we are doing? 
How can we expect to send ma- | 
terials and helpful information | 
abroad if we let our technology | 
fall behind?” | 

The difficulty comes from the 
fact that the Atomic Energy | 
Commission has abdicated its 
major responsibility in this field | 
to the private power industry. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion frankly expressed the view 
“that while it must take the 
lead and carry most of the bur- 
den of developing nuclear pow- | 
er reactor technology, industry 
should take .the initiative and 
assume major responsibility for , 
full-scale prototype reactors.” 

Experimentation Needed | 

The result of this policy, most 
experts believe, is that we in 
America are not advancing 
nearly as rapidly as we might | 
in harnessing the atom to peace- | 
ful uses. Before science can | 
extract power from the atom 4s | 
cheaply as from coal, oil or | 
falling water, years of costly | 
experimentation still remain. 
There are at least 100 ways of | 
producing atomic power that 
scientists consider worthy of 
exploration. Progress in this | 
field depends on attacking on | 
a multitude of fronts, each of- | 
fering great hopes but not cer- | 
tainty of success. 

Clearly, this is not a job for 
private enterprise alone. Pri- | 
vate concerns, responsible as | 
they are to their stockholders, | 
quite properly have an eye on | 
the profit-and-loss ledgers. They | 
cannot be expected to gamble | 
on bold new types of nuclear | 
power plants — plants that may | 
open the door to new miracles, 
but may also end in failure, and | 
the wasting of large invest- | 
ments. This is not question of | 
excluding the private power in- | 
dustry from its full participa- 
tion in the development of an 
atomic power reactor program, 
or even of competing with the | 
power industry. Rather it is a 
question of helping private in- 
dustry through the costly peri- 
od of experimentation and of 
hastening the day when atomic 
power can be produced cheaply 
ar safely — by private enter-

Webster Groves Board Says 
Proposal Would Add 7 
Cents to Proposed Rise. 


A controversial proposal for 
construction of two junior high 
schools in the Webster Groves 
school district will require a 
tax rate increase 7 cents great- 
er than an original proposal 
for only one school, the dis- 
trict’s board of education re- 
ported last night. 

Construction of two schools, 
along with a number of other 
projects, would require an in- 
crease in the portion of the 
school tax rate earmarked for 
interest payment and retire- 
ment of bonds from 43 cents for 
éach $100 assessed valuation to 
63 cents, the board told 15 per- 
sons attending its meeting at 
the Webster Groves high school. 

Construction of only one 
junior high, with the same ad- 
ditional projects contemplated 
under the two-school proposal, 
would require a tax levy of 56 
cents, the board estimated. 

Two P.-T. A. organizations 
have expressed opposition to the 
two-school -plan, proposed by 
Charles R. Colbert, a New Or- 
leans school architect employed 
by the board to survey hi 
school needs after a $2,850, 
bond issue program, including 
one junior high school, failed by 
eight votes at an election last 
April. 

The board last t said cost 
estimiates developed by local ex- 
cng put the cost of two junior 

h schools and other improve- 
ment projects at $3,465,000, or 
$765,000 more than the same 
program with only one junior 
high building. Colbert had es- 
timated the two-school program 
would cost only $300,000 more 
than the smaller proposal.

Saving Lives—and Money 
For many years St. Louis unfortunately was 
known as a city that made virtually no use of 
probation and parole. 
While other cities moved ahead with modern 


‘methods for reclaiming first offenders, St. Louis 


went on its outmoded way, paying the higher 
costs of long incarceration because it would not 
develop probation and parole even though rela- 
tively far less expensive. 

Against this background comes the report that 
Judge Ivan Lee Holt Jr., chairman of the Ctr- 
cuit Court’s Probation Committee, has received 
from Will C, Turnbladh, executive director of 
the National Probation and Parole Association. 
The report describes a six-year study of progress 
in St. Louis and the results ought to be gratifying 
to every resident of St. Louis. 

In 1949 only 32 defendants were placed on 
probation in St. Louis—fewer than one a week. 
Last year a total of 528 was placed on probation. 

This was an increase of from 1.5 per cent to 
24.5. How far St. Louis lagged, and how far it 
still lags, can be judged from the fact that the 
percentage in Michigan is 52 per cent and in 
New England and California from 60 to 70 
per cent. 

Before 1950 there were practically no pre-sen- 
tence investigations in St. Louis to determine 
the soundness of the use of probation and pa- 
role. Last year 466 investigations were made be- 
fore sentence was passed. This is in accord with 
“good sentencing practice.” 

A list of salaries paid the director or chief of 
probation in leading cities is attached to the 
report. Here are a few and the figures indicate 
how much more stock many communities have 
taken in this desirable work. 


New York $16,500 
Los Angeles 14,800 
Buffalo 12,500 
Bogton 11,200 
Philadelphia 8,737 
Cincinnati 7,200 
St. Louis 7,000 


This only suggests the highlights of the im- 
portant report about probation and parole in St. 
Louis. That it is fully trustworthy can be be- 
lieved because the study was directed hy Hugh 
P. Reed, one of the nation’s best authorities in 
the field. 

The community owes thanks to the Bar Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis, the Lawyers’ Association. 
the St. Louis Crime Commission and the Na- 
tional Probation and Parole Association for pro- 
viding this landmark in the reclamation of of- 
fenders for useful lives in society. For that is 
just what this report is. 
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Farm Income Off the Farm 

Farmers in Missouri do not need to be told 
that drouth and declining income have hit them 
hard, but Senator Stuart Symington has pro- 
duced some figures on the farmer's position 
which should startle city residents. 

The Farmers’ Home Administration studied 
the record books of 4412 farmers for 1955. These 
show that average farm income was $4057, 
farm expenses were $3027 and living expenses 
were $1197. On this basis, in short, the farmer 
lost money. He lost an average of $167 or 4 
per cent. 

Then, how did he manage to keep going? He 
kept going with the help of extra non-farm in- 
come, averaging $1046—from side jobs, invest- 
ments, etc. 

Actually, the total income reported averaged 
$670 more than in 1948, though $511 less than 
in 1951. But since 1948, non-farm income has 
grown increasingly important to the farmer. It 
has, in fact, often saved him. The percentage of 
non-farm income to total income has risen from 
11 to 21 per cent in those eight years. Mean- 
while farm expenses have risen from 50 to 75 
per cent of farm income. 

Agriculture is Missouri's largest economic en- 
terprise, and the state is bound to suffer if the 
farmer suffers.

Plain Words From Tennessee 

Tennessee's Supreme Court has ruled the 
state's school segregation laws to be unenforce- 
able. In effect this bars any legal interference 
with orderly integration of the schools, and re- 
moves one weapon of delay from the hands of 
white supremacy advocates. 

The Tennessee ruling came on an appeal for 
an injunction to halt integration at Clinton, 
where a mob unsuccessfully sought to close the 
high school to 12 Negro students last month. In 
answer, the state Supreme Court simply pointed 
to the United States Supreme Court decision 
banning segregation in public schools, and said: 
“It is a well established general rule that the 
state courts have no authority to enjoin pro- 
ceedings in the federal courts.” 

In short, the segregationists can no longer de- 
lay proceedings by going to the state courts in 
Tennessee, or by appealing to the state segre- 
gation law. They can go to the federal courts, 
but that will do them no good. 

Here in Missouri, the state constitutional 
requirement for separate schools was declared 
inapplicable, not by the Missouri Supreme Court, 
but by Attorney General John M. Dalton. His 
opinion has been accepted throughout the state. 
But the law of the land will be more smoothly 
enforced in Southern states if their high courts 
concede that school desegregation is the law of 
the land. 
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The Right Approach on Suez 

Secretary Dulles made an admirable state- 
ment in the Security Council debate on Suez. 
He managed to draw attention entirely away 
from Egypt's act of nationalization and to center 
the issue upon methods of guaranteeing free 
international access to the canal. If the Council 
will follow that appreach in the private talks 
now under way, the prospects for a settlement 
will be much brighter than if the problem is 
tackled from the point of view of trying to undo 
the act of nationalization. 

Mr. Dulles has alternated between the roles 
of welder of a Western united front and broker 
between the West and Egypt. He thus wins 
friends on neither side. Yet his temperate and 
reasonable analysis before the Council must com- 
mand general respect and it is to be hoped that 
he will follow it up by. actively promoting nego- 
tiations for a compromise between the Egypt- 
Soviet view and that of Britain and France. 

True, Mr. Dulles spoke as a backer and spon- 
sor of the British-French resolution for interna- 
tional control of the canal. But he said those 
terms are not sacrosanct and he seemed to be 
receptive to a compromise that would carry out 
the basic principles he enunciated. 

The critical point is methods. The canal could 
be insulated from the politics of Egypt or any 
other nation, in theory, by turning over its op- 
eration to a nonpolitical (but Egyptian) authori- 
ty on the lines of New York’s Port Authority, 
functioning with an international advisory board 
representing the users and subject to interna- 
tional arbitration of disputes with the users. 

Would Britain, France and Mr. Dulles accept 
such a settlement, which involves accepting the 


fact of nationalization? That is where the test 
may come. For it seems clear that Egypt and 
the Soviet Union will not accept the British- 
French plan as it stands. Nothing would be 
gained by pressing that plan to a veto. 
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Stevenson on Medical Care 

In outlining his views on medical care, Adiai 
Stevenson has not submitted a legislative pro- 
gram so detailed that it can be adopted by Con- 
gress just as it stands. Instead he has stated the 
principles on which legislation should be based. 

The most important of these calls for a volun- 
tary and comprehensive health insurance plan 
under which the Government would help its citi- 
zens to the extent that they are unable to help 
themselves. Such subsidies could differ little, in 
effect, from the Eisenhower re-insurance plan. 

This suggests how little diversity of opinion 
there really is among those who have 
the problem. So it is to be hoped that the issue 
will be discussed within the framework of these 
proposals and without raising the bugaboo of 
“socialized medigine.” Nobody wants that, and 
nobody should be accused of adyocating what 
he does not want. There already has been too 
much obfuscation. 


The one criticism of voluntary insurance plans 
which may have some validity is that they do 
not induce a sufficient pooling of risks, that 
most of the participants*are likely to be persons 
who feel that they will soon be beneficiaries. 
There is some experience behind this objection, 
but the voluntary principle certainly should re- 
ceive a broader test before it is abandoned. 
Even so, it has not been held sacrosanct in 
other fields such as the insurance of bank de- 
posits. Nobody asks the depositor whether he 
wants this protection. 


Mr. Stevenson also showed himself in line 
with the best informed opinion when he stressed 
the necessity for supporting medical research, 
for providing more hospital facilities, and espe- 
cially for training more nurses, dentists and doc- 
tors. If there are not enough doctors to provide 
adequate care, no plan for paying doctors’ bills 
can do much good. If enough doctors are trained, 
some of the other aspects of the health problem 
may become less acute than they are now. 

In view of the decline of the teaching of sci- 
ence in our high schools, not to mention other 
educational problems, the training of medical 
men in desirable numbers will not be easy. But 
Mr. Stevenson already has given the publie his 
ideas on more and better schools. Thus he pro- 
vided the foundation without which his sugges- 
tions for medical care might be unattainable. 

It is in this factual rather than partisan spirit 
that this primary human need can and must be 
met. 
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In Baseball It’s Different

The Federal Communications Commission has 
rejected a request from Texas to turn all unused 
educational television channels over to commer- 
cial use. Instead, the FCC wisely says it will con- 
sider requests for these channels on an indi- 
vidual basis. 

So far there are 26 educational television sta- 
tions on the air. That means there are 231 chan- 
nels reserved for education which are still un- 
used, and naturally that valuable air space can- 
not be left empty forever. But the FCC must con- 
sider also that steps have been taken to apply 
for educational channels in some 150 communi- 
ties. Some of these efforts may not succeed, but 
it will take several more years to be sure. 

Once given over to commercial television, the 
empty channels would be lost to education for- 
ever. And the nation should not forget that edu- 
cational television is only three and a half years 
old. The FCC must wait to see how the infant 
grows before giving the TV channels up for 
commercial adoption.

WASHINGTON. 

An issue on which voters can pass 
with understanding—thus assuring a de- 
cisive election—at last has been clearly 
and fully presented to them. As stated 
by Adlai E. Stevenson, it is that the 
President has “consistently rejected 
the positive responsibilities of leader- 
ship”—of the country, of his Adminis- 
tration and of his party. 

On this fundamental proposition Ste- 
venson asks the people to replace the 
President with himself. 

It is a simple issue, and historically 
it has been raised by the opposition 
against a President 
with a large popu- 
lar following that 
criticisms of acts 
by his Administra- 
tion and his party 
do not seem mate- 
rially to reduce. 

The opposition 
tactic in that. situa- 
tion is to put the 


blame for every- 
thing on the Presi- 
dent as a “dicta- 


tor,” or to charge 
that he has permit- 
ted wrong things 
to be done by ab-

dication of, or incapacity for, “positive 


leadership.” His is a “one-man govern- 
ment,” and hence he is responsible for 
everything, and everything, of course, 
is very bad. Or: he let the bad men he 
selected run the Government he was 
under oath to run, and everything he 
let them do was, of course, very bad. 

Stevenson has now firmly seized the 
second horn of the, dilemma in which 
President Eisenhower's vast and abid- 
ing popularity has placed the opposition 
in this campaign. 

By the general charge that the Pres- 
ident is the kind of leader who “means 
well feebly” Stevenson can logically 
assert that he is not talking about tem- 
porary or permanent effects of Eisen- 
hower’s illness, but about a congenital 
fault which a lifetime of perfect health 
could not eradicate. And by taking this 
position he obviously seeks to prod 
many, who otherwise might stay at 
home from a showdown on: an argument 
about an Executive and party record, 
into going to the polls to vote against 
an individual. 

A major political theory is that the 
vote in the United States is heavier, and 
the opposition has a better chance of 
victory, when the people are impelled 
to vote against somebody. 

There is danger in testing this theory 
with a President who also impels so 
many to vote for him, as Eisenhower 
unquestionably does, as F. D. Roosevelt 
did on the several occasions when the 
Republicans offered him as the para- 
mount issue of the campaign and large 
majorities were cast in his favor. 

But Stevenson, after a number of 
speeches that merely offered an unlim- 


ited expansion of the New-Fair Deal 
and repeated the classic Democratic 
charges of innate Republican callous- 
ness toward the welfare of the masses, 
apparently decided that this technique 
was not adequate far victory. So he 
has taken the risk of laying all the pub- 
lic ills he recites and forecasts to Ejis- 
enhower's lack of qualifications for the 
presidency. 

There is a plain implication here that 
if Eisenhower were capable of, or in- 
clined to assume, “the positive respon- 
sibilities of leadership” there would be 
little to arraign in the record of the 
Administration and the Republicans in 
Congress. But that only provides the 
Republicans with a logical hypothesis, 
and these don’t amount to much in po- 
litical campaigns. 

The details of Stevenson's adverse 
finding against the President as a lead- 
er were smoothly assembled to support 
the finding; also the corollary conclu- 
sion that “if the President . . . does not 
lead, our system cannot work effective- 
ly and every American citizen will suf- 
fer”’: 

1. Eisenhower offered Congress pro- 
grams that “looked good on paper” but 
he “did little to get them enacted... . 
When a Republican Congress tore his 
State of the Union message into little 
bits and pieces and scattered them to 
the winds ... the President watched in 
(at least public) silence.” 


2. While he declined to exert “‘presi- 
dential leadership,” the party Senate 
leader, Knowland, “carried on (a) per- 
sonal and belligerent foreign policy”; 
McCarthy, unchecked, pursued his ‘“‘ca- 
reer as national bully”; Senator Bricker 
“pressed his amendment to cripple the 
Republican President's control over for- 
eign policy,” and so on. And the Pres- 
ident continued to suffer “Republican 
irresponsibility” after a Democratic 
Congress was elected and “got things 
done” for him. 


3. The “typical scene” of the last 
four years has been that of the Presi- 
dent trying “to repair the damage done 
by his own lieutenants ... but the 
more trouble they cause him the more 
they evidently grow in (his) admiration 
and affecffon.” 


4. “Many people have wondered how 
much President Eisenhower has to do 
with the Eisenhower Administration. .. 
sometimes the President seemed to 
wonder 7 


5. “There is only one question to be 
asked . . . ‘Who's in charge here any- 
way?’ Who, in this business man’s Ad- 
ministration, keeps the store?” 

There is the charge and there are 
the specificatiofis, comprehensible to 
everyone. In effect, Stevenson sees the 
President as Dolliver saw W. H. Taft: 
“A large, good-natured body surrounded 
by people who know exactly what 
want.” And now he has offered this 
as the over-all reason why Eisenhower 
should be defeated for re-election.

Between Book Ends 


Bitter Sweet in Sweden 
WHEN | WAS A CHILD, by Vitheim Moberg. 
rene by Gustaf Lannestock. (Mnopf, 280 pgs.. 


ere is an autobiographical novel of 
great charm and beauty constructed out 
of the most unlikely material. It was the 
custom in Sweden about the year 1900 
for one man to represent his village in 
the army. In return he received the use 
of a tiny plot of land and a one-room 
cottage, rent free. For readier identifica- 
tion the army substituted the name of 
his town for his own name. So Nils 
Gottfried Thor, volunteer from the vil- 
lage of Strangshult, became “Soldier 
non ag and his family shared the name 
with him. 

The story is an account of the ear 
years of this family with particular at- 
tention to Valter, youngest of Soldier 
Strang’s seven children. At best it was 
a life of poverty but, as Soldier Strang 
sickened and died and the family was 
evicted from their hovel, it became a 
terrible battle for existence. Even so, 
the beauty of the surrounding country, 
the love and spiritual security of the 
family life and the bitter-sweet joy of 
being young strongly impressed and 
strengthened the children without their 
knowing it until years later. One by one 
they left for America, each sending 
back passage money for the next, until 
only the youngest, Valter, remained. 

* * 


In the glass factory, in the peat bogs 
and on the farms, Valter is tossed into 
the middle of the social unrest which 
was churning in Sweden at the turn of 
the century. Sensitive, humorless, in- 
tense, determined to become a writer, 
the boy develops a case of acute intel- 
lectual indigestion as he tries to swal- 
low all at once the doctrines of temper- 
ance societies, socialism, materialism, 
utilitarianism, and atheism. 

An uneasy atheist, he retains some of 
the outward forms of religion in order 
not te hurt his mother, and wearing 
her high button shoes because he had 
no shoes of his own, he permits himself 
to be confirmed. 

This, however, is his last gesture of 
conformity to old ways. He realizes that 
he must emigrate like his brothers and 
sister, even though his mother will be 
left alone in her old age. She neither 
pleads nor objects, although every 
morning her eyes are red. In a chapter 
of unusual beauty and power in a book 
distinguished by these qualities, the 
author follows Valter through the great 
decision he has to make, for poverty 
and filial devotion, or the great golden 
promise of America. 

Moberg, now almost sixty, was him- 
self born in a one-room cabin in a Bal- 
tie province of Sweden. Many of the 
incidents of Valter’s efforts to become 
a writer are autobiographical, such as 
Valter’s winning the mushroom chart 
as eighteenth prize out of 20 in a con- 
test for children’s writing. 

In this work, as full of flavor and 
taste as homemade bread, Moberg has 
shown a keen understanding of boy- 
hood: The story is gentle, humorous 
and loving. JAMES E. CRONIN.

ONE NEED NOT BE free 
from guilt and faults to grasp 
truth, but one must be free 
from the bias that one will not 
accept any truth which does not 
permit the continuation of the 
vice. There is something sub- 
limely beautiful about inno- 
cence as regards knowledge: it 
allows truth to come in unim- 
paired and unpolluted. Such is 
the wisdom hidden behind the 
Beatitude “Blessed are the clean 
of heart for they shall see God.”

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WOULD THERE BE such bat- 
tles if the child has been reared 
with that idea to the fore? 
Would she fight her parents’ 
decisions had she been reared 
to go along with their ideas, 
knowing that they always gave 
every consideration to her 
wishes but held fast to what 
was best for her?

Children of 14, boys and girls 
alike, should not become in- 
volved in social activities to the 
extent that tley fill every min- 
ute of their day and night. They 
are too young to keep such mat- 
ters in proper perspective. In 
their inexperience, they put a 
date ahead of a lesson and a 
dance beyond attendance at a 
school session. With their minds 
on such matters, school and 
home duties are disregarded 
greatly, to the detriment of their 
growth and progress in essen- 


tials. 
Childhood and youth are 
fleeting. The children and 


young people should be granted 
the privileges and the protec- 
tion their inexperience demands. 
They are not to be given every- 
thing they ask for; they cannot 
take over adult ways simply be- 
cause they long to do so.

Of interest to the homemaker 
is a commercial process of pack- 
aging frozen meats, poultry and 
cheese, Specialized equipment 
and materials make it possible 
to vacuum-seal the products in 
airtight, moistureproof plastic 
bags which shrink so tightly to 
irregular surfaces that they 
form a sort of second skin which 
minimizes risk of dehydration.

atomic energy specialist of

he put more emphasis on the 
important role atomic energy 
can play in the development of 
agriculture and improvement of 
food products than on its use 
for food preservation. 

As for the outlook on the 
continuing trend toward “con- 
venience foods,” William B. 
Murphy, president of one of the 
nation’s major food processors, 
said: 


“The progréss made in the 
convenience food field in the 
next 10 years will make the 
last decade look like just the 
beginning. Almost every popu- 
lar dish will be available in 
prepared or semi- prep 
form. Indeed, most of the foods 
which are difficult to make will 
be ready-prepared, attractive in 
appearance and rich in flavor 
and food value, whether it be 
baked Alaska, chicken Tetraz- 
zini, custard pie or bouilla- 
baisse.” 


And the president of one of 
the country’s largest chains of 
retail food stores predicts that 
before long supermarkets may 
have a “powder room"’—not in 
the usual connotation of the 
term, but a special department 
for powdered products. Pow- 
dered coffees and teas are here 
now, of course; powderéd milk 
and cream, are being improved 
constantly; powdered milk 
shakes and malts are a reality; 
soluble granules of orange and 
lemon juice are being studied 
carefully. Who can say where 
the trend may end?
